Police Systems Here and Elsewhere, 
To the Hditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

N another two months the annual win- 

ter “crime wave” is due and we may 
expect another reign of “police terror- 
ag I do not know if, disgusted by 

apathy of the citizens, you have 
given up your brave fight against “offi- 
cial lawlessness,” but I trust and hope 
that you have not. 

Being an Englishman, I read with 
much interest the article written by Mr. 
Anderson on law enforcement in En- 
gland which you published a week ago, 
but he evidently did not grasp the great 
difference in the attitude of police to- 
ward public in England as compared to 
that in this country. 

There are two systems of police con- 
duct in civilized countries today. The 


‘first is the attitude in Germany, most 


of Continental Europe and the United 
States. This is, that the police are the 
masters of the public and that any meas- 
ures, however vicious or unpleasant, 
taken to preserve the peace and protect 
the public, are legal and in order. 

In England, Canada and Australia the 
police are regarded as the servants of 
the public, and the lengths to which they 
go are about equal in all three countries. 
No arrests “‘on suspicion” are allowed, 
unless of course the circumstances jus- 
tify such arrest. For instance, a Con- 
stable hearing shots fired and seeing a 
man running, or observing someone 
sneaking around a house at night, would 
naturally arrest such a person and be 
justified in doing so. The practice of 
throwing out a police dragnet, as prac- 


ticed in St. Louis, is never allowed in 


British countries. You are, of course, 
aware that here detectives patrol the 
streets both night and day and are em- 
powered to pick up and hold as “rob- 
bery suspects” for 20 hours anyone they 
seé fit to. I know several working men 
who were arrested in this manner, two 
who were picked up a few doors away 
from their place of employment. One 
who protested against this treatment and 
asked the officers to accompany him to 
his place of employment was vilely 
cursed and hit In the face for “resisting 
arrest.” In several cities, notably Chi- 
cago and troit, innocent people ar- 
rested in this manner are finger-printed 
and photographed for the “rogues’ gal- 
lery.” although fortunately this {s not 
ellowed in St. Louls. However, even in 
this city such people are always listed 
as having been arrested as “robbery sus- 
pects,”” and it is small wonder that this 
practice, the brutal third degree, the In- 
solence and déverbearing attitude of most 
police officers toward ‘“‘civillans” and the 
vicious practice of stopping innocent peo- 
ple at night on foot or in automobiles. 
and searching them for concealed weap- 
ons, all tend to breed bitterness and hos- 
tility among the people toward the po- 
lice. None of these practices is allowed 
or would be tolerated in any British 
The police in England are 
noted for their courtesy toward the gen- 
eral public, and even when dealing with 
vicious criminals their attitude is that 
of a firm parent toward a naughty child, 
as con d to the bullying and often 
brutal attitude of American police offi- 
cers. 

What I have never been able to un- 
éerstand why the police methods of 
Continental Eurdpe have been adopted 
by this country.

Nothing like it had ever been known in the history 
of the country, and for some reason or other it no 
more than subsides than it is roused again.

They could attend to 
that later, a view which finds confirmation in the 
present humor of the country toward the Republican 
party.

There is, then, a possibility that the reappearance 
of Harry I upon the stage is not without grave po- 
litical danger to Republican chances this fall. The 
mills of the gods grind slowly.

The Pest-Dispatch would dislike to see the down- 
town section lose the new Federal Building, but it 
does not believe this building should be built upon 
the site bought for it. If the Government is about 
to decide where to build it, we would respectfully 
submit that a park from the old: Courthouse down 
to the river has been designed by the City Plan Com- 
mission for the strip between Chestnut and Market 
streets.

The tu- 
mult and the shouting had passed off to the south, 
possibly to Mexico, and the most painstaking efforts 
of the monks failed to retrieve any part of that lost 
story.
